The mstiluiioiia over ^'hicn mv 
the board will have control aii> the 
soldiers' home, hospiials for the 
insane, college for the blind, school 
for the de.af, asylum for the feeble 
minded, soldiers' orphans' home, 
industrial ho(ne for the blind, peni- 
tentiaries, and the two reform 
schools. \ll the boards of trustees 
and commis-sioners of all the insti- 
tutions refei-red to shall have no 
further existence after July 1st, 
I8lt8. They are to devote all tin ir 
time to the atfaiis of the l>oard, 
and are to be subject to examina- 
tion by the joint committee of the 
legishtture on retrenchment anil re- 
form. No member of the board 
sh.all be eligible to hold any othei 
luci-a(ive State oft'ice or position 
with any of the inslilutiotis. Their 
duties will be to visit and inspect 
each of the institutions at least 
every -six months and investigate 
the-«)nditions and financial man- 
agement of each ; to visit the insane 
hospitals once every month; lo 
make complete reports to the 
(tovernor and Legislature; to keei) 
a ciunplete and sufficient system of 
books and accounts with eacdi insti- 
tutio'i; to prescribe and enforce a 
uniform sys(em of keeping accoun(s 
of the institutions under their con- 
trol ; (o prepare for the h>gislature 
bienni.tlly estimates for the neces- 
sjtry appropriations for the institu- 
tions and for new buildings and 
repairs; to suggest needed legisla- 
tion for the benefit of the .same; 
and also for the dependent, defec- 
tive and criminal clas.ses of the 
State; to have all plans for new 
V)uildinirs, recommended for the 
instil ut ions, prepared by a com- 
petent architeci, who may be em- 
ployed at a salary not to exceed 
!»3()00 per annum. No buildings 
shall be elected for (he sanie excep( 
on plans (>f such andiitect.

PKESII^KNT OAt.l^AUDET'S ADDKB.SH 
Few natues are more illustrious 
or more honored than that of De 
I'Epee; and not onTy in Francis l>ul 
in America, is he looked upon as 
almost the saint of fb-afmiite, 
education. In the year 1760 h<" 
i-stablished the first .school tliat be- 
came prominent for the education 
of the deaf in >'rance. His method 
wasonewhidi was based upon that 
natural to the deaf, the language 
of gestures. He gave his pupils a 
high degree of intelleiMual, moral, 
and religious training. His work 
was successful in an eminent de- 
gree. The institution which he es- 
tablished exists t<wlay, bigly pros- 
perous; and many scIkwIs in 
France and in oth(;r c<juntries are 
now doing a great and nobl«> work 
in the education of the deaf, all oi 
which may trace their origin to th« 
work of De TEfxe. 

Among the deaf the nameof De 
I'Epee is e.sp*?cially honore<l : mono 
menis exist of him; in Paris, as 
sociations arc named for him; and 
the de tf Ininor his memory in manj 
wayn. 

It In <>! interest to American 
students to know that the- work of 
teaching the d««if in this country 
was o*H;un by a gent I. -man who was 
the pupil of the immediate success- 
or of De I'Epee, that eminent 
French temrher of the deaf anfl 
dumb, Sicard. That 
was Laurent Ciere. 

In thin country to-d..., 
what is termed the 
system, in which, by uniting both 
of the metho'ls of educating fh< 
deaf, we use the nmniial and the 
oral In France to-day, ami I nny 
il with some regret, the method ol 
De VK\>fi- has, U> a grefct riegiee, 
fallen info cVuMMb. It han tj^en 
superseded t)y methmls lntrodu<!ed 
from Italy and Germany, and this 
is truly a regret of the highly- 
educat^jd dcMf of France. 

It was mj' pleasure last year to 
make a trip to Europ •, for the 
purpose of meeting the e<lueated 
deaf-mutes of the ('ontinent and 
learning from them what the facts 
were as to the methods, I received 
in France a most cordial and c-n 
reception from the 
leaf, who werepleas^Kl to 
gnel me as the representative of 
th" system which pres<'rved in 
America the essential features of 
the metho<l of De I'Epee, and those 
deaf-muttfS, highly educated as 
they are, expressed an earnest 
hope t/) me that in the future the 
sclioolsof the deaf in France niiglrf

As he is not well 
enough acquainted with our lan- 
guage to use it fluently, he begged 
l<;ave to speak in his own tongu<% 
which was, of course, uninlelligible 
to most of his ahdience. Our pro- 
fessor of languages, Dr. Fay, how- 
ever, readily trjuislated it for the 
benefit of those of us who under- 
stand the language of signs. The 
a<ldress was a short but hajipy one, 
referring, on his pfirl, to the cor- 
dial relations which have existed 
so long betwe(-n our countries, and 
calling attention to the many 
grounds of r<dati(»riship; as, the 
same colors in our national flags, 
whi<'h hunii suspended th<'r<! side 
by si<le, typifying perfect amit.\ 
and concord, the similarity of our 
rej»ublican institutions, the simi- 
larity oT methods of instructing the 
deaf, referred to hv Dr. Gallaudet, 
and the like. 

Dr. Gallaudejl,, ever on the alert 
for opportunities to cham[,'ion the 
language of signs, and show its 
value, seiswil *in this translation b.\ 
Dr. PXy «s such. As soon as the 
ambassador resumed his seat, Pre- 
sident Gallaudet rose and said :*— 

" The )id(lres» of his Exeellen(!y. 
the amba.ssador,' was given it; 
French, a language understood as 
yet !-.y very few of our si udeiits, ;in«l 
whi<!h Dr. Fay has rendered into 
—what? English? No, but the 
language, my hearers, with wliicli 
our students and our prof»-sHors, 
and some of our friends, are already 
familiar.

ity of whom, as I have said, havr 
not yet learned French, but who, 
n<-verthele.''S, understood t^very word 
which the ambassador said. And 
I will add that in the tour I made 
I;i8t summer, which embraced Italy, 
Swit7/(!rlaiid, (ilermany, and Franc*!, 
as I met fhe deaf and dumb of those 
countries, we had a language in 
which 1 couhi address them and 
they could addiess me without 
translation, without the trouble of 
grammar, or bother of a forei^rn 
tongue; and we could speak to one 
another in this universal langiiiige. 
which must Ix- better than V'olii|)uk.' 
After the essays by the class, the

"Since the Maini! was blown u{) 
in Havana Harbor, New York has 
been pictured as a defenseless city. 
Her big buildings have been point- 
ed out as shining targets, and a 
sp<'ci<-s of idioc.v has been develop- 
••d that has encouraged thedrawing 
and painting of imaginative i)ie- 
iures showing how New York would 
look after t<'n, fifteen or Iwenfy 
miiiutrs of firing by a hfmtile fleet. 
The offi<'ers of the ll^niled States 
Arm.\' and .Navy have not thought 
it neecssary f,o make any slalfMiient 
in leply to these fool st<jries and 
fool iiic'tures. 

NRW YOIIK IMPRKONABLK. 
" The faints arc that New York is 
I)racti<;all.v impregiiable. So long 
as her <lcfeiises luild out no vessel, 
no fIcMd of vessels afloat, <!onld get 
within rango of the city. No gun 
of any man-of-war that floats con hi 
throw a shell any nearer to the city 
(hail New Ulrm-ht, and if a shi-ll 
got as close as that Ihe boat that 
fired the shot would bo at the bot- 
tom of the bay before she could 
throw a second shell. Al<i lo the 
length of time the defenses of Nftw 
York could hold out against a for- 
< ', IK) matter what its size, 

II d be no a((|)rehensioii f>n 

that score. New York's flefens«'s 
could riol be successfully assaulted 
from the w«a. They coiihl not bi- 
got at, and there is not one ehari'-i- 
in ten millions that they would ever 
have to tie defended from land al- 
fai^ks «-xcept in (-ase of civil war. 

" The offlcern of the f Jnite<l States 
Army who have in charge of tlie 
defenses of New York are not talk- 
ing at all about their plans of de- 



fense, and »ro not telling anything 
in detail about the means of defense 
that, the.y have at hand. The 
Sun, however, can speak with 
knowledge of the facts when it tells 
something of the defenses. To 
iiegin with. New York City is ad- 
mirably locateil for defensive pur- 
poses. From the entrance of the 
harbor to the Battery the distance 
is more than twenty-one niih-s. 
No gun that has ever been made 
can shoot that distance, no matter 
what the elevation may be. Next 
al this entrance to the harbor there 
are inon- ten and twelve-inch 
rifled guns read.y for business than 
there are big guns in the entire 
Spanish Navy. If the whole Span- 
ish Navy should attack New York 
at the same instant the defence 
guns would out-number the Span- 
ish guns, and in point of elTectivc- 
ness each defense gun would be 
belter than any three guns that 
the Spanish Navy iiosses.ses. 
FOUR ENTRANCES 
"There are four entrances to 
New York Harbor. They are the 
(ieilncy Channel, this main channel, 
the South C-hannel, ,whieli runs into 
till- Swash (Ihaniiel, and the East 
(Jhannttl. Any ship wanting to get 
info N<AW York llaibor must come 
through one of these channels. 
The nearest point to New York 
City that any vessel of man-of-war 
draught could reach without enter- 
ing one of these channels is olf 
(Joney Island and Maiiiialtan Bi-aeh. 
Ships (!c)uld find deep water off 
Rockaway Beach li'ii ili;ii umild 
be too far awa \ 

" Now as to llic iiii-iHi.-^ oi iiil.-d-K. 

The biggest guns earrii-d by aii.\ 
S[)anish man-of-war arc ten-inch 
rifles. A ten-inch gun in a barbette 
has an elTective range of five or six 
miles. The range is so short be- 
cause the gun cannot be elevated to 
a sufllcient height to make it longer. 
An uniirotected ten-inch gun, 
that is, a gun not in a barbette or 
turret, has a range perhaps two 
miles greater on sliii>-lK»a,rd. This 
longer range would require tin 
extreme elevation that can bo givei 
to a gun afloat. Now, from the 
entrance to the harbor, within a 
radius of eight miles, there is 
haidly anytihing that <vin be dam- 
aged. From ijie point iiieiitione< 
nyarest New York, olT ('oni^y Islam 
and Manhattan l!(ui(di, (tight niiii-N 
would include Flatbush, Flat lands 
New L'tre(!lit and Canai-sie. It, 
Tniirhl also includ<! some ])arts of 
MrooUlyll JSonth of Greenwood 
('(-metery. This Is 
range possible for any 
Spanish Navy on a 
outside tin- harbor. 

DEFENSES. 
" Now for the deft-iises. 
are located at Sandy Hook, 
Wadsworth, l-'ort Haiiiillon 
I'liiin Island, whiidi is in SIieeimh(-ad 
I',ay bctw(!en Coney Island and 
Gravesenil. At Sandy Hook and 
I''oit Wadsworth and Forf Hamilton 
there are fortifications with modern 
feuand Iwelvc-ini-h rilbd (;aiinons. 
There are twerfty twolve-ineh guns 
alone. These guns arc- capalile of 
an ch-vjuion that givi-s tli»-m a 
range of twelve miles. Shooting in 
a straight line, of course, they 
could not throw a jirojectile any- 
thing like that distaruM', lint elcval- 
ed they cm drop tn-nn u<lous pro- 
jectiles ioadc^l with explosives on a 
given object twelve inil,-s away. 
TiK- aim would not be so accurate as 
it would be at shorter range, but it 
would be accurate enough to hit a 
ship anywhere within the distance. 
Twelve miles from Sandy Hook 
would include Flalbuhh, FlaHands, 
(Janarsie, (Joiiey Island, (Jraveseiid, 
Rockaway Beach and New Utrecht. 
The point ni^aresl New York outside 
the harbor where hostile shi()s could 
lie within eight jniles of these big 
jruns at Samly Hook. So it will be 
seen that ships would not lie tlii-re 
longei than a few minuti^s if they 
siieee<-(led in re-aching the spot at 
all.' 

"All four entrances lo the liar 
bor are under the guns of Sandy 
Hook. These guns alone, so long 
ay they ari^ active, would sink any 
ship that atternpt(-d to enter the 
harbor, no matter liow heavily 
armoreil she might be. But these 
f)igguns are not all. There are 
jnorlar batteries at Sandy Hook. 
These batteries are arranged four 
mortars to a battery, and they are 
(-ffeetive at a distance of between 
foiirand five miles. The tests with 
lliese liatteries show that tliCy can 
be aimed with grijat accuracy, and 
that each battery can hit an object 
as big as a ship within a square of 
200 yards. Tlu-re arc four batte- 
ries. F^acli mortar throws a steel 
projei-tile twelve indies in diameter 
loaded with Hcveiify or eighty 
pounds «»f explosives and weighing 
about 800 pounds. These projec- 
tiles are hurled up in the air and 
fall on the di-ek of a ship. Tin* 
heaviest (leek armor is 4^ inclien 
thick. It would not withstand a 
projectile of this size falling from 
a distance, and just one of them 
striking the deck of a ship would 
blow things fo kingdom i-onie. 

A'lTACK FROM TtlE HEA. 
" It has been said that these 
guns and mortar batteries could 
not lie sucf-eHsfiiHv assaulted from 
the sea. Th" reason is this: The 
ten and twelve-inch guns are 
moiintc<d on forty f«»et of solid con- 
(!refe protcct^-d by fr<«fnendoHs 
banks of sand. The guns are on 
disappearing carriages. They ate 
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aimed before they are seen by the 
enemy. For instance, a fleet or a 
ship of a hostile nation is approach- 
ing. The range finders locate the 
vessel (exactly, and the oflicor who 
fires the gun aims for a spot that 
will bo reached by the boat and the 
.■diot at the same moment. The 
speed of the boat, the length of 
time it takes to raise fhi* gun and 
the length of time it takes lh(> shot 
to travel the ilistanee aie, of course, 
calculated. The gun being aimed, 
it liobs up. In an instant it is fired, 
and the recoil sends it back imd 
down out of sight again. A bomb- 
proof cover closes over the hote out 
of which it rose. It is all over in 
a few seconds, and before a gun 
aboard ship could be sighted Ihe 
big gun is gone. The chanees of a 
gunner on any boat even hitting 
one of these guns are not two in a 
tlioiisand, even if the ship's guns are 
within range. It must not be for- 
fotton that a ship would be within 
lange of the forty or fifty guns at 
Sandy Hook for (our miles ;it least 
bel.rc she could lire a shot that 
would even rea<;h the forfificatii ns, 
\M, alone nit a gun. 

MOitTAR .BATTRRIKS. 

"Thr- mortar batteries are In 
lits inland from the fortificathtns 
in which th(> big guns are. They 
cannot be seen from the surround- 
ing country even, let alone from 
Die 8 a. The pits Hre deep, and 
for (1 shot to get into one and reach 
Ihe bottom where the guns are 
jihuu'.l it would have to be fivod 
iJniost straight up into the air. 
Fired at a very slight angle, it wiiild 
enter the side of the jiit and would 
not reach the bottom. To hit one 
of these mortar flatteries, except by. 
chance, is utterly out of the qaes 
tion. 

" .lust these two means of defense 
would seem to be sulTicnent to pro- 
tect the entrance to the harbor of 
New York, but ti.ey are only a 
sniitU part of the whole system of 
dcft'TiHe. The torjiedo system is 
fi*lly as important. Every one of 
the four idiannels is laid with tor- 
pedoi-s. The torpedo lines extend 
clear across the channels. Nothing 
could pass them. 'I'hey can be ex- 
ploded one at a time or forty at u 
time. Eac'i torpedo is capable of 
b(-ing oia-rated sejiaratcly if desir- 
aide. Each of the four channels 
that afford entrances fo the harbor 
is small. One or two cranal boat« 
sunk across any one of them would 
block it ab.soliit(-ly. They are so 
narrow that three boats cannot pass 
abreast . Their ways are so tortuous 
that shifting the buoys and the 
range lights in the harbor would 
result ini^vitably in a vessel's going 
ashore. There is not a pilot who 
could bring a big boat into the har- 
bor safely if the buoys were out of 
jilace or the range lights changed 
even a few feet. 

RANdK Ol'' (ililNS, 
" Suppo.se, now, that instead of 
trying to get into the harbor, the 
hostile fleet goes off Coney Island to 
the point already descri])ed as the 
nean-st to New York that is ap- 
l»roacliable. It has been shown that 
the fleet would bi^ in close range of 
the guns of Fort Wabsworth and 
For Hamilton, The boat or boats 
that tried lo shell the city from that 
place would be pegged away at by 
from sixty to seventy of the great- 
est guns tluui? are in the world. 

" III addition to all these things 
that hav(^ been told about, there is 
not an aiudiorage in the Lower Bay 
that is not underlaid with torpedoes, 
and any boat that attenfipled to 
come to ancdior, once i^, got in, 
would be blown sky high by them. 
Torjiedoes, while they are loaded 
with dynamite, are harmless until 
they are actually fired from the 
shore. This is an inleresting point 
in (M)nneetion with the disaster to 
the Maine. If a boat bumped 
against twenty of them at the same 
time they would not explode. It 
rer(uirert an («leetric current to make 
them active and dangiMoiis, and the 
current is managed entirely from 
I he shore. The ojierafor sits with a 
glass watching an approaching boat. 
When she Is over a tor| edo he 
presses a button and the torpe<io 
does the rest. In time of peace, if' 
fhe torpedoes are laid ready for 
busiiK-ss, the keys that exi>lod© 
theni are guarded with more care 
than the vaults of a bank. There 
is no such thing as their being 
touched off accidentally or without 
the full knowledge of the officials in 
charge. 

" So no matter what anybody 
tells you about the defenselessness 
of New York, dim't give it a 
mornent,s thought. There is no 
more possibility of New York being 
niadi' till' victim of a'hoslile fleet 
than there is of an earthcpiake 
turning Manhattan upside down, 
and any nation looking for trouble 
may find it in large (|uantities by 
trying to cut up shindigs in this 
neighborhood. For, besides all 
these things that have been fold 
about, tlif^re would bejji(« navy fo 
be handled, and one of the liset 
lighting boats in tiie world is fully 
alile to land defenses out. That 
boat is the 'Terror,' She carries 
fen-inch guns ami can sail in four- 
leeii feet of water, which is less 
than the dejith re,(piire<l by any 
foreign fight ing ship. ("Ihe could 
lie ill shallovv' wat(-r anywhere safe 
from harm hcrselt and capable, wilh 
her ten-inch guns, of doing awful 
work." 
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Frioiul Pucli, of the Windij 
iVmid, (loHpiseH above all to be 
criticizod, yet he is the most per- 
sistent faultfinder among affair- 
concerning the deaf that exists. 
He will criticize, . pass epithets, 
throw mud, and soar in the height 
of vaingloriousness ; lie scans the 
deaf press for flattering notices of 
his written thoughts and [xisles 
those ho finds on a scrap book for 
future generations to read and 
perpetuate his greatness of intel- 
lect. He will joke and pun at 
others' expense, but turn the 
fables on Pach, and he froths, 
and leaving the line of argume?it, 
abuses those twofold whom he has 
alrea«ly abused. 

I came in for my share last week, 
just because I resented what was 
virtually a reflection on the deaf in 
general — one out of nuiiiy uncon- 
scious false impiessions created l)y 
his pen, that m(«ans well, but at 
the same time allows of reailing 
between the lines. Mr. Pach says 
that I told him personally that J 
regretted writing my article of two 
weeks ago, because it was all a 
misunderstanding. This is not so — 
positively not. He says I did not 
see two things, because 1 did not 
comment on them. I saw them. 
He says I read ninety-nine subjects 
of his without commending them, 
and at the one-hundredth find 
something with wlii jh I disagree 
and pounce down on him. This is 
so. I let alone that which is good 
or of little imi)ortance. My busi- 
ness is not to praise, but it is my 
duty, as well as every one's, to fight 
in a just cause. 

Mr. Pjieh infers I am all right 
as a new.-i-gatherer,but get all mix- 
ed up when I attempt something so 
hi(/h im his field. What beautiful 
egotism ! 

It also developes that Mr. Pacli's 
assertion that "signs are not to the 
deaf what spee(!h is to the hear- 
ing" is based on technical grounds, 
with which no one cares to disj)ute. 
The quotation, a()ove, has always 
lieen us(^d merely in a metaphorical 
sense, and it is hard to see why Mr. 
Pach should have taken it up as a 
fit subject for serious ramming in 
his column. There was nothing to 
indicate that he was writing in a 
I'ickwickiaii sense.
